The 
gold bond issue comes before the house 
this morning in the shape of a joint 
resolution authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury to Lsue bonds payable in 
gold coin a t a premium netting 3 per 
cent interest, the gold received therefor 
being reserved from use for current ex- 
penss, as well as greenbacks redeemed 
by the gold. Chairman Wilson, in view 
of the urgency of the matter, will allow 
but one day for debate, and a rule call­ 
ing for a vote this evening will be re­ 
ported. The contract with the Morg&n- 
Rothschild syndicate was dated Feb. 8, 
so the ten days allowed to secure the 
gold bond will expire next Monday, and 
the joint resolution to be effective must 
get through the senate by that day. 
Of course this is out of the question, 
but Mr. Wilson hopes to get the meas­ 
ure through the house in ample time 
to alow the senate to act before Mon­ 
day. The vote in the house seems very 
uncertain. 
Both parties are split up. 
Few republicans will indorse the pro­ 
posed gold bonds, as being either neces­ 
sary or justifiable, but at the same time, 
It is claimed, many of them will vote 
for it regardless of their convictions.

TWO BILLS FOR BONDS. 


Vilas and 
Measures In 
Sherman 
Offer 
the Senate. 
W ashington, Feb., 14.—A financial bill 
on th e lines of th e P resid en t’s last m es­ 
sag e w as presented to the senate yes­ 
terd a y by Mr. V ilas (dem., W is.). Its 
read in g w as followed w ith m uch in ter­ 
e st an d it brought out a brief b u t spir­ 
ited debate. The m easure is entitled a 
bill “To save th e A m erican people$16,- 
174,770.” I t recites the P resident’s sta te ­ 
m ent th a t he had agreed to the issue 
of $62,400,000 of bonds payable in “coin” 
a t an in terest equivalent to 3% per cent, 
b u t had retained the rig h t to issue 
bonds payable in gold a t 3 per cent lf 
congress gran ted the authority. The 
bill sta te s th is difference in interest 
am ounts to $539,159 a year, or $16,174,770 
in the th irty years during which the 
bonds will run. I t is provided th a t the 
secretary of th e treasu ry shall be au ­ 
thorized to issue $65,000,000 of bonds at 
3 p er cent in terest payable in gold in 
th irty years. T he bonds are to be used 
in redeem ing legal tenders and are to 
be exem pt from tax. 
Mr. H o ar (rep., M ass.) asked for in­ 
form ation a s to details of the bill, but 
Mr. V ilas had none. 
Mr. W olcott (rep.. Colo.) gave a new 
tu rn to th e discussion. 
“The m orning 
rep o rts tell us,” said he, “th a t these 
bonds are being taken to London a t 
112V4 and by th is m eans the syndicate 
o f Jew ish bankers who have taken the 
bonds are n ettin g a profit of 8 per cent.” 
A fter some fu rth e r discussion. 
Mr. 
Sherm an (rep.. Ohio) cam e forw ard w ith 
an o th er financial m easure. 
H e offered 
it as a su b stitu te to the bill for unlim ­ 
ited silver coinage reported from the 
finance com m ittee Tuesday. 
Mr. Sher­ 
m an ’s bill is sim ilar to th e one in tro ­ 
duced som e tim e ago, although he now 
g ets it directly before th e senate. 
I t 
provides for bonds a t 3 per cent, payable 
in gold coin, and for the issue of gold 
certificates. 
B oth th e bills of Mr. Vilas and Mr. 
Sherm an w ent to the table. 
Mr. A ldrich (rep., R. I.) introduced a 
resolution cating for a copy of th e late 
bond co n tract an d sought to have the 
resolution im m ediately considered, b u t 
Mr. V est objected and it w ent over. 
W ith th is financial prelude ended the 
sen ate turned to general business. 
Mr. V ilas gave notice of eulogies on 
Feb. 15 to the m em ory of the late R ep­ 
resen tativ e Shaw of W isconsin 
The house resolution w as passed ex­ 
tending the tim e for m aking retu rn s on 
th e incom e ta x from the first M onday 
in M arch to April 15 next. Several sen 
a te am endm ents to the income ta x law 
a s to fire insurance prem ium s and cor 
poration stocks were added to the reso­ 
lution. 
The senate then resum ed considera­ 
tion of the postoffice appropriation bill, 
an d Mr. C handler (rep., N. FL) m ade 
a sh arp araig n m en t of th e provision 
giving the postm aster-general 
discre­ 
tion over expending the $3,200,000 for 
railroad postal rates. 
Mr. V ilas, who w as postm aster-gen­ 
eral in Mr. C leveland's first 
cabinet, 
supported the am endm ent. 
H e offered 
an am endm ent to the im pending bill 
providing for th e purchase, ow nership 
and m anagem ent of the necessary pos­ 
ta l cars by the governm ent and provid­ 
ing an appropriation of $500,000 th ere­ 
for. 
Mr. Allison said the V ilas am endm ent 
proposed a revolution in the postal sys­ 
tem , which should not be undertaken 
w ithout i*"’estiE?>Moii. 
a-ne re was a net excnange Between 
Mr. C handler and Mr. B erry of A rkan­ 
sas, when the la tte r com plained ag ain st 
an objection which cu t him off from 
securing the passage of a land bill. The 
senate then held a brief executive ses­ 
sion and adjourned. 


Committee Favors Resolution to Relievo 
Treasury. 
W ashington, Feb. 14.—The house com­ 
m ittee on w ays and m eans voted yes­ 
terd ay to rep o rt to the house a resolu­ 
tion practically as agreed upon by the 
subcom m ittee. T he vote w as: Y eas 8, 
nays 6. The resolution is as follows: 
“Resolved, By th e senate and house 
of representatives of the U nited S tates 
in congress assem bled, th a t th e secre­ 
ta ry of th e treasu ry be and is hereby 
authorized to issue and dispose of a t 
not less th a n p a r in gold coin, bonds 
of th e U nited S tates, w ith th e qualities, 
privileges and exem ptions of bonds is­ 
sued under the a c t approved Ju ly 14, 
1870, entitled ‘An a ct authorizing the re­ 
funding of the national debt,’ to an 
am ount not exceeding $65,116,275, bear­ 
ing in terest a t a ra te not exceeding 3 
per cent, per annum , principal and in­ 
terest payable in gold coin of the pres­ 
en t stan d ard of w eight and fineness, 
said bonds to be m ade payable not m ore 
th a n th irty years a fte r date. 
Provid­ 
ed, however, th a t no p a rt of the pro­ 
ceeds of the sale of such bonds nor of 
the notes redeem ed w ith such proceeds 
sh all be available for the paym ent of 
the cu rren t expenses of the govern­ 
m ent.” 
The vote of 8 to 5 on reporting the 
bill showed p arty breaks on both sides. 
Am ong the republicans, M essrs. Reed 
of M aine and Payne of New York were 
for the bill. Mr. H opkins of Illinois 
ag ain st it and Mr. G rosvenor of Ohio

The first w itness in tro ­ 
duced yesterday w as none other than 
P eter Yallalie, the hackm an of whom 
H arry had spoken to Adry as being 
willing to assist in the proposed crime. 
V allalie’s testim ony w as m ost dam ag­ 
ing to the defense, as it carroborated 
in a striking w ay one portion of Adry 
H ayw ard’s rem arkable story’ and thus 
rendered thoroughly untenable the de­ 
fense’s pet theory as to A dry’s insan- 
tb e I ity. V allalie testified th a t H arry H ay­ 
w ard had approached him w ith ques­ 
tions as to w hether he had ever “done 
an y th in g .” and if so w hether his con­ 
science had bothered him. 
H ayw ard 
had later asked V allalie w hether he 
would drive a hack into Lake Calhoun 
and let the occupant drow n, for a sum 
of money. 
I told him I w’as no sw im m er.” said 
Vallalie, “and th a t w as about the end 
of It.” 
This is the first corroboration of the 
stories of Blixt and Adry obtained from 
an entirely outside source and exhib­ 
ited 
in 
a strik in g 
way 
H ay w ard ’s 
strangely careless way of asking in­ 
crim inating questions and m aking dam ­ 
aging statem ents. T h at a m an capable 
of concocting so cunning and intricate 
a plot should have m ade so m any con­ 
fidants seem s alm ost as incredible as 
th a t he should haveconcocted th e plot 
a t all.

mond rings th a t have figured In the 
testim ony. W hile the tran sactio n w as 
being concluded, H arry had ’ flashed a 
roll,” the am ount of money in which 
G ittleson could not determ ine.

Persons Who Receive Over $3,500 Per 
Year Must Make Returns, But the 
Tax Is Only Paid on the Excess 
Over $4,000—Statements Must Be 
Made Under Oath—Exceptions. 
The income tax is now one of the 
stern realities of life and Janesville 
people have received the blanks upon 
which they must schedule their reve­ 
nues that the tax may be computed. 
All persons who receive over $3,500 
must make return, but the tax is paid 
only on the excess over $4,000, and 
those who net less than $4,000 annu- 
ally pay no tax. 
The tax on the in­ 
come over $4,000 is two percent. Cor­ 
porations, however, pay two per cent. 
tax on all their profits. 
Individuals 
are thus exempted the sum of $4,000. 
It is therefoxe estimated that a large 
part of the burden will fall on corpo­ 
rations which are required lo throw 
open their books and expedite in all 
ways possible the efforts of the col­ 
lector to arrive at proper and correct 
Audings. 
Should a corporation neglect to 
make the required statement by the 
first Monday in March, or at a cate 
hereafter fixed by congress, the heavy 
penalty of $1,000 will be incurred, as 
Well as interest at two per cent, per 
mouth on amount of taxes due until 
the same is paid. 
After the date fixed 
by congress as the limit for the re­ 
turn of all statements the collector 
and his deputies are authorized to 
make a thorough canvass of the dis­ 
trict to find delinquents, who will teen 
have to pay fifty per cent, additional 
for their neglect. 


Statem ents M ade Ol O ath. 
It is provided that all returns or 
statememts must be verified by oath 
or affirmation on the part of the per­ 
son undertaking them. 
Should the 
collector have reason to suppose that 
the amount of revenue ha9 been un ­ 
derstated he may increase it. 
If 
thereupon the person so affected is 
dissatisfied with the decision of the 
collector he may take an appeal to 
the collector of the district and as a 
final resort 
to the commissioners 
of internal 
revenue 
in 
Wash- 
ington. 
There 
are 
two 
state­ 
ments called 
for by 
the form 
upon which personal incomes are to be 
returned. 
The first requires a com 
pieta statem ent of 
the incomes re 
ceived during the previous calendar 
year, the other for a minute statement 
of the exemptions which are allowed 
by the law. 
The tax is not only an 
income tax, but also a gift and inber- 
tance tax, for all money and the valua 
of all personal property acquired by 
gift or inheritance must also be in­ 
cluded in the return Property cannot 
be divided among different members of 
a family in order to evade the tax. 
Those W ho A re Exem pt. 
To discourage and thw art an a t­ 
tempt of this sort the law allows only 
one deduction of $4,000 from the ag­ 
gregate income of all the members of 
any family composed of one or both 
parents and one or more minor chil­ 
dren or husband and wife. 
The tax does not operate upon 
states, counties or mun:cip»lities. and 
persons bolding salaried 
positions 
thereunder will be exenop*’. 
Likewise 
9*1 charitable, penal and religious in­ 
stitutions 
which 
are 
not 
con­ 
ducted 
for 
profit. 
Building 
and loan associations will not be dis­ 
turbed where their loans are made 
primarily to shareholders, aud saving 
institutions which have no capital 
aside from their deposits and are 
managed almost altogether in the in­ 
terests of depositors will escape the 
exactions of the new law. 
Mutual 
insurance companies 
need have no 
special concern by reason of this tax.

totally blind yet unaided he would 
walk to all parts of the city.

Tbi* was f re 
quently tested by those well acquainted 
with him here. 
Meeting him a t dif­ 
ferent paints, they would ask him if 
he knew exactly where he was stand­ 
ing and his answ er would invariably 
mark the exact spot. 
It was his cus­ 
tom to count the steps from the scouol 
building to the first turning point, say 
Center avenue, south. 
Then Mon­ 
terey bridge, then Milwaukee stree., 
west, the Grand hotel, and then the 
several business houses aud so on. He 
would never make a mistake in going 
and coming, and would easily find the 
residence in this way of any of his 
friends in any part of the city he had 
ever visited before. 
He removed from 
Janesville e rne years ago, going to 
New York.

One Would Do Away W ith Much E x­ 
pense in the Often Useless Copying 
of Reporters’ Short Hand Not s, 
W hile the Other Relates to Attach­ 
ment Proceedings. 


Two bills relating to the municipal 
court are now pending in the leghla- 
ture. 
They were introduced by As­ 
semblyman Kimball and referred to 
the jndiciaTy committee. 
The first 
one relates to the civil actions and 
proceedings, providing th a t on sums 
ess than five hundred dollars, the 
)roceedure be the same as in justice 
court. 
The other is in relation to the 
filing of the testimony in cafe of ap­ 
peals in civil cases, allowing the filing 
of the reporter s short hand notes. 
“ In case this bill becomes a law, 
much expense will be saved in the 
m atter of 
copying testim ony, said 
Jndge Phelps this morning.” 
“ The 
bill provides for the filing of the re­ 
porter’s nctes in place of w riting them 
out in the usual order. 
In all cases 
of appeal the testimony has to be tied 
with other paters, and it is too fre­ 
quently the case th at the work of 
copying proves uteles. 
Now, it is 
proposed to file the reporter’s notes, 
and then, in case the parties desire 
copies they can examine the notes 
with their own stenographer, and 
make copies if they chose at their 
own expense. 
It now costs five cents 
a folio to copy the testim ony.” 
The other m atter is en attachm ent 
proceedings and practices, which in 
the municipal court are now the same 
as in the circuit court on all sums 
above 9200. 
It is proposed to make 
the lim it 1500, the procedure on suits 
involving less than th a t am ount being 
the same as in justices' court.
